NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 5th December 1977 

G.S.R. 732(E).—Whereas certain draft rules further to amend the Prevention 
of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955, were published as required by sub-section (i) 
of section 23 of the Prevention of Food Adulteration Act, 1954 (37 of 1954)1 at 
pages 2215—2217 of the Gazette of India, Part II, Section 3, Sub-Section (i) 
under the notification of Government of India, in the Ministry of Health and 
Family Welfare (Department of Health) G.S R. No. 703(E) dated 16th November, 
1977 inviting suggestions/objections from the persons likely to be affected thereby 
till 26th November, 1977; 

And whereas the said gazette was made available to the public on 16th 
November, 1977; 

And whereas objections/suggestions received from the public on the said 
draft notification have been considered by the Central Government; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of 
Section 23 of the said Act, the Central Government, after consultation with the 
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Centi&l Committee lor Food Standards, hereby makes the following rules further 
to amend the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1455, namely — 

Rules 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Prevention of Food Adulteration (Fifth 
Amendment) Rules 1977. 

(11) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette 

2. In the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules. 1955,-— 

(i) after rule 42(0), the following shall be inserted, namely — 

‘(P) Every package containing an admixture of imported lapeseed oil 
with mustaid oil. Shall carry the following label, namely— 


Blend of imported rapeseed oil and mustard oil 
Imported rapeseed oil percent 

Mustard oil percent. 


( 11 ) in rule 44,— 

(a) In the last proviso, for the words “Provided also’’, the words 

“Provided further ’ shall be substituted, 

(b) after the existing proviso the following proviso shall be inserted 

namely — 

“Provided also that clause fe) shall remain Inoperative for a period of 
one year from the date of commencement of the Prevention of 
Food Adulteration (Fifth Amendment) Rules, 1977, In respect of 
admlxtuie of Imported rapeseed oil with mustard oil, where,— 

(a) the proportion of mustard oil In the admixture is not less than 

20 per cent by weight, 

(b) the admixture is processed and sold by the Department of Civil 

Supplies of the Government of India or the authoiised agents 
of that Department, and 

(c) the quality of imported rapeseed oil and the mustard oil In the 

admixture conforms to the standards prescribed by the Central 
Govei ninent.’’
